Daily Lesson 15 


Duration 

and 

Objective 


Suggested Duration: 50-60 min. 

Content Objective: Students synthesize information into a written research report with a logical progression of ideas and a clear point of view. 


Mini Lesson 


1. Reading Appetizer. 

2. Return Slips from Daily Lesson 14 and discuss as needed. 

3. Explain that a research paper contains three primary parts: the introduction, the body, and the conclusion. Display selected sample 
research report and locate each of these parts. Point out that the author synthesized the gathered information by combining several ideas 
into a coherent idea. Remind students that this structure does not indicate the number of paragraphs, but refers to the parts of the report. 
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important to least important; from strongest to weakest, etc. 
5. Instruct students to use their note cards to carefully order their topics and information to support their thesis statements.

Applications 


1. Students use Handout: Organizing Your Research to create outlines for their reports and organize notes to reflect a logical progression of 
ideas. 

2. Confer with individuals and small groups as needed. 


Closure 


1. Students share completed outlines with a partner and make revisions based on peer feedback.
